Students 9 
Records 
Are  Now 

‘ Open  Books  ’ 

On  November  20  the  U.S. 
Congress  passed  legislation  on  a 
bill  making  student  records 
available  for  inspection  by  the 
student. 

According  to  Dr.  Richard 
Yates,  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Academic  Affairs,  the  bill  was 
originally  directed  toward 
elementary  and  secondary  school 
students,  but  James  Buckley, 
sponsor  of  the  bill,  tacked  on  an 
amendment  at  the  last  minute 
including  college  students  under 
the  law. 

Vice-Chancellor  Yates  pointed 
out  the  bill  calls  for  student 
records  to  be  open  to  the  student, 
but  it  fails  to  define  student.  He 
expects  "drastic  effects"  to 
result  from  this  legislation.  He 
feels  that  there  will  be  less 
frankness  on  the  part  of  the 
faculty  in  regard  to 
recommending  students.  There 
will  be  less  subjective  and  more 
factual  comments  made  on 
behalf  of  the  students. 

Dr.  Yates  also  commented  that 
there  will  be  an  increase  in  "I 
Cannot  Comment  on  the  Student" 
recommendations,  and  there  will 
be  more  use  of  the  telephone  so 
that  nothing  is  in  print  for  a 
student  to  check. 

Dr.  Yates  doesn't  expect  any 
problems  in  the  instrumentation 
of  the  new  law  because  it  does  not 
totally  conflict  with  Purdue's 
existing  records  policy. 

Purdue  has  always  kept 
student  records  in  the  strictest 
confidence  and  only  at  the 
student's  request  were  records 
and  recommendations  sent  out. 

Requests  for  access  to  student 
records  should  be  directed  to 
Professor  Lawson  and,  in  his 
absence,  to  Vice  Chancellor  M.  D. 
DeGraff.  Guidelines  and 
procedural  instructions  will'  be 
issued  by  the  Office  of  the 
Registrar.

In  the  restructuring  that  has 
come  with  academic  autonomy. 
Dr.  Richard  L.  Yates,  Vice- 
Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs, 
has  announced  the  appointment 
of  Professor  Robert  L.  Anderson 
as  Assistant  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs. 
Prof.  Anderson  will  be  in  charge

Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  is  seeking  federal  grants 
totaling  more  than  $2.2  million 
for  planned  expansion  of 
educational  programs  to  meet 
the  needs  of  all  residents  of  the 
Calumet  Region. 

Acting  Chancellor  Richard  J. 
Combs  announced  that 
applications  have  been  made 
with  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education 
for  a  $1,718,379  grant  for  an 
Advanced  Institutional 
Development  Program  and  a 
$494,030  grant  for  a  Basic 
Institutional  Development 
Program. 

The  grants  are  made  possible 
by  Title  III  of  the  Higher 
Education  Act  of  1965  and  are 
primarily  designed  to  aid 
"developing  institutions"  to 
move  rapidly  toward  the 
mainstream  of  education. 

"The  possibility  of  grant  funds 
comes  at  a  most  appropriate  time 
for  the  Calumet  Campus,  which 
received  academic  autonomy 
from  Purdue's  main  campus  at 
West  Lafayette  last  summer". 
Combs  pointed  out.  "This  action 
would  permit  faculty  and  staff  to 
accelerate  efforts  to  respond  to 
the  unique  community  needs  of 
Northwest  Indiana." 

Preparation  of  the  proposals 
for  federal  funding  was  a  joint 
project  of  the  senior 
administrative  staff  working 
with  the  deans  of  all  the  schools 
and  the  business  office. 

Major  responsibility  for 
coordinating  the  proposals  was 
directed  by  Dr.  John  W.  Mybeck, 
Dean  of  Community  Services; 
Prof.  Jose  A.  Morales,  Dean  of 
the  Community  College;  Prof. 
Thomas  D.  Sherrard,  Director  of 
the  Urban  Development 
Institute;  Edward  L.  Andrews, 
Comptroller;  and  Jal  J.  Mistri, 
Director  of  Special  Services. 

The  request  for  the  advanced 
program  would  cover  a  five-year 
period  starting  July  1,  1975.  The 
thrust  of  this  proposal  is  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  white  ethnic, 
lower  middle  and  blue  collar 
population  and  the  minority  and 
otherwise  disadvantaged 
resident  of  the  older  inner-city 
sections  of  the  region. 

Specific  proposals  in  the 


program  include: 

1.  Planning  support  for  the 
possible  merger  of  the 
Engineering  and  Technology 
Departments  to  achieve  more 
effective  and  economical 
programming.  A  cooperative 
arrangement  is  proposed  with 
Bradley  University  in  Peoria, 
III.,  which  recently  completed 
such  a  process  and  feels  it  can 
serve  as  a  model  to  other 
institutions. 

2.  Develop  a  curriculum  in 
Medical  Electronics  to  meet  a 
clear  community  demand. 

3.  Re-direct  the  traditional 
programs  of  the  Education 
Department  to  an  urban 
orientation.  This  proposes, 
among  other  features,  to  staff  a 
reading  center,  an  achievement 
center,  an  instruction  center  and 
the  position  of  career  education 
specialist. 

4.  Assist  in  the  development  of 
the  new  Center  for  Community 
Services,  the  out-reach 
mechanism  of  the  campus. 

Four  additional  areas  for 
program  development  are 
proposed.  These  are: 

1.  A  concern  with  the  serious 
degradation  of  the  environment 
and  appropriate  institutional 
response,  including  development 
of  a  pollution  control  curriculum 
and  a  program  of  Urban  Studies. 

2.  Development  of  additional 
cultural  programs  in  cooperation 
with  the  varied  ethnic 
communities  existing  in  the 
region.  Also,  the  development  of 
intra-regional  communications 
through  a  cooperative 
relationship  with  the  local  Public 
Television  Station. 

3.  Development  of  a  series  of 
academic  programs  in  the  field  of 
human  services  at  the  associate 
degree  and  bachelor  degree 
levels  to  meet  growing  demands 
for  service  employment, 
particu-  ly  in  governmental 
agencies  id  to  meet  the  training 
needs  of  disadvantaged,  inner- 
city  residents.

Establishment  of  a  Teacher 
Education  Council  at  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus  has 
been  approved  by  Purdue's 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  okayed  creation 
of  a  council  for  the  Purdue 
Campus  in  Hammond,  separate 
from  the  one  at  Purdue's  West 
Lafayette  Campus.  The  action 
was  taken  by  the  Trustees  at 
their  Nov.  14  meeting  in  West 
Lafayette. 

Acting  Chancellor  Richard  J. 
Combs  explained  that  the 
assumption  of  local  responsibility 
for  programs  and  curricula, 
granted  as  part  of  academic 
autonomy  to  the  Calumet 
Campus,  requires  that 
undergraduate  teacher  education 
programs  come  under  the  control 
of  a  teacher  education  council  at 
this  campus. 

Primarily,  the  council  will 
serve  as  the  University  body

of  evening  administration. 

Some  of  Prof.  Anderson's 
responsibilities  include;  1)  to 
serve  as  an  advisor  for  students 
who  need  immediate  assistance 
and  are  unable  to  contact  their 
regular  advisor;  2)  to  serve  as  a 
contact  for  guest  lectures  in  the 
absence  of  department  heads. 

Considering  his  new 
appointment.  Prof.  Anderson 
stated,  "I  feel  that  there  is  a 
great  need  for  evening  students 
to  have  these  services.  All  of  the 
other  administrative  offices  close 
at  5  p.m.  My  office  will  open  at  5 
p.m.,  and  any  student,  with  any 
problem,  is  welcome  to  drop  in." 

Prof.  Anderson  has  been  at 
PUCC  for  27  years.  He  is  a  Prof, 
of  Electrical  Engineering 
Technology,  and  will  be  teaching 


on  a  half-time  basis.  In  1942,  he 
received  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
Degree  in  Electrical  Engineering 
from  Rose  Polytechnic  Institute. 
He  has  had  industrial  experience 
with  Westinghouse  Electric  Corp. 
in  Pittsburgh,  in  the  U.S.  Armed 
Forces,  and  for  a  year  and  a  half 
he  was  an  engineer  for  General 
Electric's  X-Ray  Corp.  Prof. 
Anderson  came  to  PUCC  in  1947, 
and  at  the  same  time  he  was  a 
test  engineer  for  Inland  Steel 
during  the  summer  for  9  years. 
He  is  also  a  Registered 
Professional  Engineer  in 
Indiana.

The  council  will  begin 
functioning  Dec.  1  with  eight 
members  appointed  by  Combs 
from  departments  with  a  strong 
interest  in  teacher  education,  the 
Coordinator  of  Teacher 
Education  and  two  ex-officio 
members— the  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Education  and  the 
Vice  Chancellor  for  Academic 
Affairs. 

The  council's  basic  functions 
include: 

1.  Develop,  review,  approve 
and  evaluate  undergraduate 
teacher  education  programs. 

2.  Develop  and  approve 
standards  for  admission, 
retention  and  certification  in 
teacher  education  programs. 


Construction  to  Begin 


Calumet  Construction  Corp. 
has  received  contracts  for  two 
construction  projects  at  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus. 

Purdue's  Board  of  Trustees 
awarded  the  contracts  to  the 
Hammond  firm  on  bids  of 
$367,600  for  a  Physical  Plant  and 
Stores  Building  and  $16,300  for 
Space  Conversion  and  Labora¬ 
tory  Development  in  the  A. A. 
Potter  Building. 

The  Trustees  took  action  at 
their  November  meeting  on  the 
West  Lafayette  Campus,  after 
confirming  that  Calumet 
Construction  was  the  lowest 
bidder  on  both  projects. 

The  physical  plant  project 
includes  the  base  bid  of  $335,000 
and  an  additional  amount  of 
$32,600  to  build  roadways  and 
service  areas  for  vehicles,  install 
outdoor  lighting,  furnish  and 
install  the  remainder  of  sanitary 
and  storm  sewers  and  finish 
grading. 

Plans  call  for  a  one-story  metal 
structure,  100  by  200  feet,  located 
near  the  Power  Plant  on  the  north 
campus.  Initially,  it  will  be  a 
structural  shell  with  an 
unfinished  interior. 

Acting  Chancellor  Richard  J. 
Combs  explained  that  the  interior 
will  be  completed  as  more  funds 
become  available.  At  the  outset, 
the  building  will  be  used  for 
storage  of  maintenance 
equipment.  When  additional 


funds  permit  completion  of  the 
interior,  the  building  will 
centralize  stores'  supplies,  mail 
service  and  maintenance 
operations  now  located  in 
different  buildings  on  campus. 

The  Potter  Building  project 
involves  development  of  two  new 
laboratory  facilities  by 
modifying  existing  spaces  to 
support  programs  in  nursing, 
electrical  engineering  technology 
and  related  areas. 

The  first  space  is  designed  as 
an  auto-tutorial  laboratory 
containing  equipment  for  self- 
paced  audio  and  visual 
instruction  of  students  seeking 
training  in  electricity  and 
electronics. 

The  other  space  is  planned  as  a 
multi-purpose  laboratory, 
featuring  equipment  for  a  basic, 
bio-medical  training  sequence  for 
nurses  as  well  as  electrical 
technology  students.  It  will 
contain  electronic  equipment 
which  nurses  are  now  using  in 
cardiac  care  and  other  illnesses. 

Academically,  the  new 
laboratories  will  benefit  students 
enrolled  in  the  associate  degree 
programs  in  nursing,  electrical 
engineering  technology  and 
mechanical  engineering 
technology  and  in  the  bachelor 
degree  programs  in  nursing, 
electrical  technology, 
mechanical  technology  and 
engineering.

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3.  Make  budgetary  recommend¬ 
ations  for  the  appropriate  support 
of  teacher  education  programs, 
education  programs. 

The  eight  appointees  to  the  new 
council  were  based  upon  the 
recommendations  of  the  Deans  of 
the  School  of  Humanities, 
Education  and  Social  Science  and 
of  Basic  and  Applied  Sciences. 

They  are  Maurice  E.  Dixon, 
associate  professor  of 
communication;  Dr.  Roger  A. 
Geimer,  associate  professor  of 
English;  Dr.  Kenneth  E. 
Griswold,  associate  professor  of 
education;  Dr.  Anthony  J.  Lamb, 
Head  of  the  Department  of 
Modern  Languages  and  Doris  F. 
Pierce,  assistant  professor  of 
political  science;  all  from  the 
School  of  Humanities,  Education 
and  Social  Science. 

Also,  Dr.  Robert  D.  Bechtel, 
professor  of  mathematics 
education;  Andrew  J.  Parker, 
associate  professor  of  industrial 
education;  and  Dr.  Kenneth  S. 
Wilson,  professor  of  biological 
sciences;  all  from  the  School  of 
Basic  and  Applied  Sciences. 

In  addition,  three  persons  were 
appointed  members  by  virtue  of 
their  positions.  They  are  Dr. 
William  H.  Smead,  Coordinator 
of  Teacher  Education;  Dr. 
Samuel  D.  Paravonian,  Head  of 
the  Department  of  Education; 
and  Dr.  Richard  L.  Yates,  Vice 
Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs. 

The  original  Teacher 
Education  Council  was 
established  at  the  West  Lafayette 
Campus  in  1962.  It  functions  as 
the  overall  coordinating 
organization  to  marshal  the 
resources  of  the  University  to 
educate  teachers. 

A  major  objective  of  the 
council  is  to  develop  a  program  of 
teacher  education  characterized 
by  balanced  strength  in  liberal 
education,  specialization  in 
subject  fields  and  professional 
orientation  in  teaching. 
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Students  Develop  Skills 


Eighty-two  high  school 
students  are  enrolled  in  a  special 
program  at  Purdue  University 
Calumet  Campus  to  develop 
skills  that  will  lead  to  success  in 
education  and  career 
preparation. 

They  are  participants  in  the 
federally-funded  Upward  Bound 
program,  designed  to  encourage 
teen-agers  from  low  economic 
backgrounds  to  obtain  a  college 
education. 

The  young  people  are  juniors 
and  seniors  at  eight  high  schools 
in  Gary,  Hammond,  East 
Chicago  and  Calumet  Township. 

During  the  school  year  they 
come  to  the  Purdue  Campus  in 
Hammond  every  other  Saturday 
for  three  hours  of  instruction 
aimed  at  enhancing  their 
academic  credentials  to  make  it 
in  college. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  L.  Lawshe, 
program  director,  reported  that  a 
new  format  is  being  utilized  for 
the  activities  this  semester. 
Career-oriented  sessions  and 
special-interest  workshops  have 
been  introduced  in  addition  to  the 
classes  to  help  the  students 
strengthen  their  skills  in  English 
composition,  reading, 
mathematics  and  other  subjects. 

University  representatives 
address  the  students  at  different 
sessions  on  the  wide  variety  of 
educational  opportunities  at 
Purdue.  They  particularly  cite 
the  career  possibilities  in  fields 
ranging  from  agriculture  and 
home  economics  to  pharmacy 
and  veterinary  medicine. 

"We  have  noticed  that  the 
students  from  inner  city  areas 
display  a  greater  interest  in 
achieving  a  college  education 
when  they  learn  that  career 
opportunities  are  much  larger 
than  they  had  realized",  Mrs. 
Lawshe  reported. 

In  addition,  special-interest 
workshops  are  held  to  give  the 
students  further  opportunity  to 
develop  their  talents.  The 
workshops  are  conducted  in  the 
areas  of  music,  art,  crafts, 
journalism  and  drama.  They  are 
taught  by  teachers  from  area 
schools  and  by  university  faculty. 

The  class  sessions  in  English 
and  mathematics  are  purposely 
kept  small  to  permit 
individualized  instruction.  The 
ratio  ranges  from  4  to  12  students 
for  each  instructor,  with  tutoring 
available  for  further  assistance. 

The  participants  from  Gary 
come  to  the  Calumet  Campus  on 
chartered  bus  twice  a  month 
because  there  is  no  public 
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transportation  in  Hammond.  The 
East  Chicago  School  City 
furnishes  buses  for  their 
students,  while  Hammond 
residents  provide  their  own 
transportation. 

The  students  also  meet 
periodically  at  six  study  centers 
at  Lake  County  high  schools  for 
tutoring  sessions  after  regular 
school  hours. 

Upward  Bound  is  a  year-round 
program,  sponsored  at  the 
Calumet  Campus  by  The 
Community  College.  The 
participants  spend  seven  weeks 
each  summer  at  Purdue's  main 
campus  in  West  Lafayette.  There 
they  attend  classes  and 
workshops  as  well  as  taking  part 
in  a  variety  of  cultural  and 
recreational  activities. 

The  current  enrollees  include 
49  black  students,  24  with  Spanish 
sur-names,  7  whites  and  2  of 
American  Indian  origin. 

This  is  the  ninth  year  that  the 
Calumet  Campus  has  been 
involved  in  the  program  to 
motivate  boys  and  girls  toward 
college  careers.  The  program  is 
funded  by  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Education. 

Candidates  for  the  program  are 
recommended  by  high  school 
guidance  counselors  and 
representatives  of  various 
community  agencies.  Mrs. 
Lawshe  said  a  "Recommenders' 
Workshop"  will  be  held  Dec.  12 
with  counselors  and  agency 
representatives  for  distribution 
of  applications.  She  estimated 
there  will  be  35  openings  in  the 
program  the  coming  year 
because  of  participants 
graduating  from  high  school.

PURDUE  SEEKS  FEDERAL  GRANT 


Other  proposals  include 
providing  the  Calumet  Campus 
Community  College  with 
additional  means  for  out-reach  to 
inner-city  communities,  suitable 
curriculum  development  to  meet 
their  training  needs  and 
transportation  facilities  to  meet 
the  current  almost  total  lack  of 
public  access  by  low  income 
persons.  Also,  in  order  to  focus  on 
their  special  needs,  a  woman's 
center  is  proposed. 

To  facilitate  most  of  those 
proposals,  additional  library 
acquisitions  are  factored  in,  a 
computerized  registration  and 
admissions  system  is  called  for, 
as  well  as  a  new  position  of 
academic  planning. 

The  $494,030  request  for  the 
basic  development  program 
would  cover  a  three-year  period 
starting  next  July  1. 

Four  major  proposals  are 
outlined  in  this  program: 


1.  Establishment  of  a  Learning 
Resource  Center  to  aid 
academically  unprepared 
students.  It  would  provide 
students  with  individual 
instruction  and  practice  in  the 
areas  of  study-skills,  reading  and 
individualized  tutorials.  Also,  it 
would  provide  training  to 
undergraduate  teaching  majors 
directed  by  a  specialist. 

2.  Development  of 
communication  and  cultural 
activities  through  educational 
television.  Citing  a  notable 
cultural  deficit  in  Northwest 
Indiana,  which  has  no 
commercial  television  stations, 
the  proposal  calls  for  developing 
a  close  relationship  with  WCAE, 
Channel  50.  The  station  has 
increased  its  power  capability 
with  the  installation  of  a  new 
tower. 

3.  Establish  the  office  of  a 
University  Planning  Specialist, 


who  will  assist  the  Executive 
Vice  Chancellor  in  the  overall 
planning  of  this  campus  for  the 
next  five  years.  The  position 
would  aid  the  Calumet  Campus  in 
assuming  full  responsibilities  of 
academic  autonomy  and  to 
develop  academic  programs  and 
community  services  to  meet  the 
unique  needs  of  the  Calumet 
Region. 

4.  Merger  of  the  Departments 
of  Engineering  and  Technology  to 

VASEARCHING 


provide  a  more  useful  and 
meaningful  educational 
structure.  It  would  result  in 
effective  utilization  of  laboratory 
facilities  and  enable  students  in 
two-year  technology  programs  to 
make  a  smooth  transition  to 
engineering.  Also,  faculty  would 
be  capable  of  teaching  in  both 
programs,  resulting  in  more 
effective  utilization  of  teachers 
and  substantial  economy  over  the 
longer  run. 
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Eligible  for  VGLI 
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WASH  I NGTON  —  The 
Veterans  Administration  is 
trying  to  locate  an  estimated  2.7 
million  veterans  to  tell  them  that 
they're  now  eligible  for  up  to 
$20,000  worth  of  inexpensive 
government  life  insurance. 

These  are  veterans  who  were 
separated  from  active  duty 
between  April  2,  1970,  and  Aug.  1, 
1974.  They  have  until  Aug.  1,  1975, 
to  apply  for  Veterans  Group  Life 
Insurance. 

Servicemen  discharged  since 
August  1  will  receive  application 
forms  automatically  in  the  mail, 
officials  said. 

The  non-renewable,  five-year 
term  coverage  is  available  to 
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veterans  in  $5000  increments  up 
to  $20,000.  Monthly  premium  for 
veterans  34  years  of  age  and 
under  is  $3.40  and  $6.80  for  those 
35  and  over. 

Veterans  may  convert  Ser¬ 
vicemen's  Group  Life  Insurance 
to  VGLI  without  medical 
examination,  if  applications  are 
received  within  120  days  of 
separation.  Applications  after 
that  time  must  include  evidence 
of  good  health.  This  requirement 
is  waived  for  veterans  with  VA- 
rated,  service-connected 
disabilities. 

Application  forms  for  veterans 
separated  before  Aug.  1,  1974,  are 
available  from  VA  offices  and 
veterans  service  organizations. 
Completed  forms  and  premiums 
should  be  sent  to  the  Office  of 
Servicemen's  Group  Life  In¬ 
surance,  212  Washington  St., 
Newark,  N.J.  07t02.

Overseas  Study  Program  Announced 


Students  at  Purdue  University 
Calumet  Campus  are  eligible  to 
participate  in  overseas  study 
programs  in  Germany,  Spain 
and  France  during  the  1975-76 
school  year. 

The  programs  are  sponsored 
by  Purdue  University's  West 
Lafayette  Campus  in  cooperation 
with  other  Big  10  universities. 

Prof.  James  A.  Evans, 
assistant  to  the  director  of 
International  Education  and 
Research  Center  at  the  West 
Lafayette  Campus,  was  at  the 
Purdue  Campus  in  Hammond 
Tuesday,  Nov.  19,  to  provide 


information  about  the  programs. 

Information  about  costs, 
programs,  dates,  available 
scholarships  and  loans  and  other 
details  were  outlined  by 
Professor  Evans. 

Dr.  Anthony  J.  Lamb,  Head  of 
the  Department  of  Modern 
Languages  at  the  Calumet 
Campus,  pointed  out  that  the 
study  programs  will  be 
conducted  at  the  University  of 
Hamburg,  Germany;  the 
University  of  Strasbourg, 
France;  and  the  University  of 
Madrid,  Spain.  These  foreign 
universities  offer  study  courses 
which  will  fit  into  many  degree 


programs  for  students  from  this 
country,  he  said. 

''All  students  enrolled  at  the 
Purdue  Campuses  are 
encouraged  to  apply,"  he  added. 
"Thfey  don't  have  to  be  language 
majors,  because  all  the 
participants  will  receive  an 
intensive  language  refresher 
course  after  arriving  in  Europe 
and  before  their  foreign 
university  classes  begin." 

"However,"  he  emphasized, 
"it  is  necessary  that  the 
applicants  have  a  prior 
knowledge  of  French,  German  or 
Spanish.  Also,  they  must  have  a 
good  scholastic  record."

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Purdue  Reaches  Century  Mark 


The  following  is  an  excerpt 
from  the  16  September  1974 
Congressional  Record. 

PURDUE'S  100TH  ANNI¬ 
VERSARY 

Mr.  HARTKE.  Mr.  President, 
today  marks  the  100th 
anniversary  of  Purdue 
University,  one  of  our  Nation's 
leading  institutions  of  higher 
learning.  Not  only  is  Purdue  a 
source  of  pride  for  the  citizens  of 
Indiana,  but  it  represents  the 
very  best  in  American  public 
education. 

Created  in  1869  by  the  Indiana 
General  Assembly  under  the 
Land  Grant  Act,  it  opened  its 
doors  on  September  16,  1874,  to  39 
students  with  a  faculty  of  6.  The 
original,  and  main  campus  is 
located  in  West  Lafayette;  over 
the  years,  Purdue  has  expanded 
its  operations  to  better  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  Indiana  by 
establishing  three  regional 
campuses.  The  Purdue 
University  system  now  boasts  a 
total  faculty  of  2,250  and  a  student 
population  of  37,650. 

Long  recognized  nationally  and 
internationally  for  the  excellence 
and  size  of  its  engineering 
school — which  still  graduates 
more  engineers  than  any 
American  university— Purdue 
has  pursued  a  policy  of  balanced 
growth.  Today,  its  schools  of 
humanities,  technology,  science, 
pharmacy,  and  veterinary 
medicine  are  second  to  none. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  the  continuing 
quality  of  the  Purdue 
system — both  academic  and 
administrative — that  in  these 
days  of  severely  declining 
university  enrollments, 
registration  for  the  fall  semester 
has  increased  almost  4  percent. 
Engineering  schools  have  been 
particularly  hard  hit;  yet 
enrollment  in  that  area  has 
remained  stable,  and  this  year 
promises  to  rise. 

Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  my 
colleagues  an  article  that 
appeared  recently  in  the 
Hammond,  Ind.,  Times  detailing 
the  successful  growth  of  Purdue 
University,  and  I  ask  unanimous 
consent  that  it  be  printed  in  the 
RECORD. 

There  being  no  objection,  the 
article  was  ordered  to  be  printed 
in  the  RECORD,  as  follows: 

PURDUE  BEGINS  100th 

SCHOOL  YEAR 
WEST  LAFAYETTE— Another 
major  milestone  in  the  long  and 
illustrious  history  of  Purdue 
University  occurs  this  year.  For 
it  was  just  100  years  ago— on 
Sept.  16,  1874— that  the  first 

formal  classes  opened  on  the 
West  Lafayette  campus. 

This  followed  by  five  years 
establishment  of  Indiana's  land- 


grant  school  by  act  of  the  Indiana 
General  Assembly  on  May  6, 
1869,  a  date  which  has  since  been 
celebrated  as  the  birth  date  of  the 
university. 

Classes  began  in  the  fall  of  1874 
with  six  instructors  and  39 
students.  This  fall  approximately 
2,250  faculty  members  will  be 
teaching  an  estimated  37,650 
students  on  four  campuses. 

When  classes  open  on  the  West 
Lafayette  campus  on  Aug.  29 
about  27,160  undergraduate  and 
graduate  students  will  be 
enrolled— or  578  more  than  a  year 
ago. 

In  contrast  to  many  colleges 
and  universities,  new  admissions 
have  been  prosperous.  As  of  mid- 
June,  admissions  of  beginners 
and  transfer  students  were 
running  three  to  four  per  cent 
higher  than  in  the  comparable 
period  for  1973. 

On  the  other  hand,  housing  may 
be  a  discouragement  for  some. 
Purdue  student  residence  halls 
have  been  booked  solid  for  the 
fall  opening  since  early  May. 
However,  adequate  housing  is 
available  off  campus. 

Another  optimistic  note  is  that 
the  declining  enrollment  in 
engineering  has  turned  around 
and  that  this  fall  will  show  the 
first  increase  in  about  five  years. 
Estimated  total  undergraduate 
enrollment  in  engineering  this 
fall  is  4,224. 

Projected  enrollments  for  the 
other  schools  are:  humanities, 
4,468;  science,  3,242;  agriculture, 
3,106;  industrial  management, 
2,079;  technology,  1,692;  home 
economics,  1,633;  pharmacy,  724; 
veterinary  medicine,  276; 
graduate  school,  5,150,  and 
temporary  and  unclassified,  566. 

In  addition  to  the  main  campus, 
registration  at  the  Calumet 
campus  is  projected  at  5,769; 
3,089  at  Fort  Wayne,  and  1,627  at 
the  North  Central  campus  at 
Westville— all  of  which  are 
substantial  gains  over  last  year. 

Nearly  all  new  students  on  the 
West  Lafayette  campus 
completed  their  registration  for 
the  fall  term  during  their  "day  on 
campus"  this  summer,  thereby 
avoiding  three  days  of 
registration  before  the  start  of 
school. 

Classes  for  the  fall  semester 
begin  Aug.  29,  and  continue  until 
Dec.  14  with  final  examinations 
the  following  week  and  the 
semester  ending  Dec.  21. 
Thanksgiving  vacation  will  be 
from  Nov.  27  to  Dec.  2.  The 
second  semester  begins  Jan.  13, 
1975  and  ends  May  10,  with  spring 
vacation  March  8-17.  Commence¬ 
ment  for  the  1975class  is  scheduled 
for  May  18. 

Purdue  rests  her  reputation  on 
120,000  alumni  throughout  the 
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world  who  have  been  educated 
for  living  at  one  of  America's 
leading  coeducational 
universities. 

Living  alumni  include  the  first 
man  to  set  foot  on  the  moon — Neil 
Armstrong,  and  the  last  to 
leave — Eugene  Cernan;  a  U.S. 
senator;  the  present  secretary  of 
agriculture;  college  presidents; 
a  Nobel  prize  winner  in  physics, 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
Westinghouse,  and  heads  of  other 
large  corporations. 

Long  famous  for  its 
engineering  and  agriculture 
programs,  Purdue  has  also  built 
solid  reputations  in  many  other 
fields  such  as  science,  home 
economics,  humanities, 
industrial  management, 
education,  technology, 
veterinary  medicine  and 
pharmacy. 

For  many  years  Purdue  has 
awarded  more  bachelor's 


degrees  in  engineering  than  any 
other  university  in  the  nation.  In 
the  number  of  master's  degrees 
and  doctorates  awarded,  Purdue 
is  first  in  the  United  States  in 
pharmacy,  fourth  in  engineering, 
sixth  in  chemistry,  and  ninth  in 
biology. 

It  enrolls  more  students  in 
science  courses  than  any  other 
American  university.  The  School 
of  Veterinary  Medicine  is  one  of 
only  18  in  the  country. 

The  mission  of  the  university  is 
not  limited  to  regularly  enrolled 
students  on  the  campus.  Last  year 
approximately  87,000  people 
enrolled  in  more  than  500 
continuing  education  programs, 
in  a  wide  variety  of  subject 
matter.  And  through  the 
Cooperative  Extension  Service 
and  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  Purdue  touches  the  lives 
of  thousands  of  citizens  of  the 


state. 

For  many  years,  Purdue  has 
had  cooperative  education 
programs  in  engineering  in  which 
students  spend  a  semester  or 
year  on  campus  followed  by  a  like 
period  working  in  industry.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  has  approved 
cooperative  education  programs 
for  agriculture,  science,  and 
industrial  management.  Not  all 
of  these  programs  will  be 
available  this  fall. 

Purdue's  School  of  Engineering 
expect  a  10  per  cent  increase  in 
incoming  freshmen  this  fall, 
while  many  of  the  nation's 
technical  schools  are  struggling 
to  match  last  year's  figures. 

"Quality  educational  programs 
for  qualified  students  is  likely  the 
chief  reason  Purdue  engineering 
continues  to  lead  the  nation  in 
numbers  of  degrees  granted  each 
year,"  says  R.W.  Fox,  assistant 
dean  for  instruction.

W.I.A.C.  Struggles  To  Survive

It's  not  easy  being  a  female 
athlete  anywhere  these  days,  but 
it's  especially  hard  here  at 
PUCC. 

Members  of  the  newly-formed 
Women's  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Club  face  lack  of  funds,  no 
publicity,  no  athletic  director, 
prejudice  and  discrimination 
because  of  their  sex,  inferior 
equipment  and  facilities. 

Yet,  according  to  Lyn  Rowe, 
W.I.A.C.  leader,  they  are 
managing  "to  keep  their  foot  in 
the  door"  in  their  quest  to  bring 
women's  athletics  on  a  par  with 
the  men's. 

Ms.  Rowe,  a  Physical 
Education  major  from 
Hammond,  feels  that  there  is  a 
significant  difference  in 
philosophy  between  women's  and 
men's  sports. 

"We're  not  as  intense  as  the 
guys,"  she  said,  "when  we  play 
we  want  to  learn  more  about 
whatever  it  is  we're  playing. 
Winning  isn't  that  important.  And 
the  social  experience  of  athletics 
seems  to  mean  a  lot  more  to 
women." 

Consequently,  Ms.  Rowe  feels 
that  the  women  probabiy  enjoy 


sports  more. 

W.I.A.C.  participates  in 
intercollegiate  tennis  and 
volleyball.  They  are  in  the 
process  of  developing 
gymnastics,  badminton  and 
softball  and  basketball 
programs.  They  hope  to  soon 
start  exercise,  swimming,  and 
self-defense  programs. 

The  members  of  W.I.A.C.  face 
the  problems  common  to  women 
athletes  all  over  the  country. 

"The  guys  don't  want  to  share 
the  gym  with  us  and  we're  having 
a  hard  tome  getting  new 
equipment,"  Ms  Rowe  said. 

We've  offered  to  go  in  with  the 
Phys  Ed  Department  and 
Intramurals  to  buy  some  more 
stuff,  but  they  just  don't  seem  to 
want  to  do  it." 

Also,  the  Armory  is  not  exactly 
the  cleanest  place  in  the  world .  In 
fact,  Ms.  Rowe  said,  there  are 
even  PUCC  administrators  who 
refuse  to  come  to  the  place 
anymore. 

According  to  AAs.  Rowe,  the 
Women  also  suffer  because  of  a 
"male  chauvinist"  attitude  on  the 
part  of  Purdue  administrators. 
One  example  occured  at  the 
Homecoming  Powder  Puff  and 


Commode  Bowl  games  among 
campus  organizations. 

"The  guys  had  professional 
referees  who  were  paid  by  the 
Student  Activities  Bureau  which 
sponsored  Homecoming," 
MsRowe  said. 

The  women  had  students  as 
referees  and  they  were  paid  out 
of  the  Women's  Intramural 
Fund." 

The  Women's  Athletic 
Program  at  PUCC  presently  has 
no  director.  According  to  Ms. 
Rowe,  the  presence  of  a  women's 
director  would  help  a  lot  in 
W. I.A.C.'s  fight  for  equality. 

"We  have  Dr.  Prebis  as  an 
advisor  now  and  she's  been 
tremendous,"  Ms  Rowe  said. 
"But  we  need  someone  to  help 
with  the  athletic  side  as  well  as 
the  organizational." 

The  Phys.  Ed.  Department  is 
presently  considering  the  former 
Whiting  High  School  women's 
athletic  director  as  a  possibility 
for  the  job. 

Any  female  PUCC  student  is 
eligible  for  membership  in  the 
W.I.A.C.  Meetings  are  held  every 
other  Monday  at  1  p.m.  at  the 
Armory;  The  next  meeting  is 
December  2.
